Superintendent's Report. 


In submitting the school report to people of our town, permit me to 
say that I shall not make any mention of the summer terms, as my 
term of office dates from the early part of August. Itis my first ex- 
perience under the new school law, and I know that I have not achiev- 
ed that degree of success that those with more experience might. 

There are certain things very plain to ny mind, and among them, is 
the fact that in order to give our scholars the number of weeks school- 
ing they ought to have, we must either have more money, procure 
cheaper teachers, or lessen the number of districts. The best and 
wisest course to pursue in the management of the matter is not very 
plain, since in many sections of the town the scholars are growing less 
and less, from year to year. Another thing, allow me to say that there 
is a tendancy among some to geta ‘‘bill” against the School board. 
Every dollar of unnecessary expense decreases the uumber of weeks 
of schooling. 

Under the present law, the town has to furnish all school supplies 
and as yonr town report will show it isno small item. It takes very 
many dollars from the town’s treasury that in years past went to liqui- 
date the town debt. While this may be the best way for all concern- 
ed, it must be remembered on the part of our people, that they should 
teach their children true economy at home so that when they come to 
use these supplies furnished by the town they will do it economically. 

The schools during the fall terms, have all been quite successful. A 
good degree of interest has been manifested. The school in the Tracy 
Dist. was not all that it should have been. The teacher failed to meet. 
with that success that was expected at the beginning of the term and 
closed the school at the end of twelve weeks. 

At So. Acworth, Miss Chatterton’s heaith failed and she was obliged 
to leave the school at the end of the seven weeks,when Mr. O. C. Young 
taught a term of six weeks with very marked success. All the other 
schools in town made excellent progress. 

Due regard has been paid to rhetorical work in all cases. 

The parents and friends have shown their interest by visiting the 
schools from time to time. 

It will be the aim of the school board in the future to procure our 
teachers from among our own girls, so far as practicable, believing 
that they are not entitled to these positions, but are quite as likely to be 
successful. 

We hope that all our citizens will continue to take a lively interest. 
in school matters, and kindly suggest anything that may be for the 
good of education. Remember, that the board needs the co-operation 
of all the citizens in every good endeayor to make our schools useful, 
successful and a benefit to the rising generations.
